Zone C
Hubbard Avenue to Fifth Avenue (3,300 Linear Feet)

Zone D 
Fifth Avenue to Ninth Avenue (2,400 Linear Feet)

Defined by existing character and proposed improvements

STREETSCAPE 

ELEMENTS

• Amenities like street lights, 
meters, waste/recycling 
containers, street trees, etc.

• Additional zone for 
pedestrians for walking, 
outdoor dining and retail 
displays

• Clear zone for door swing of 
parked cars



STREET TREE 

PLANTING

• Curb extension planter

• Open sidewalk planter

• Tree grates

• Maximize tree planting soil 
volumes

CONSIDERATIONS

• Sidewalk and curb replacement
• High Street resurfacing
• COTA bus stop improvements
• On-street parking gains
• CoGo bike share
• Shared lane markings for bicycle 

traffic within the street
• Electric and water service 

connections for maintenance
• Storm sewer separation

CONSTRUCTION 2017-2018



Phase 1 Construction 

Commitments

• Stop working during special events

• Access maintained to storefronts

• Work in front of storefronts no longer than 
12 weeks

• Complete, weather permitting by Sept. 29

• Independent scheduling firm on board by 
end of May 2017
